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June 27, 2008 – HLP files rebuttal testimony.

July 18, 2008 – RMP files surrebuttal; DPU and CCS file responsive
testimony.

August 13-14, 2008 – Hearing commences at 9:30 a.m. in the Administrative
Law Judge’s Hearing Room, Room 451, Fourth Floor,
Heber M. Wells Building, 160 East 300 South, Salt Lake
City, Utah.

Discovery responses shall be provided within 14 calendar days of service of the

discovery request.  Service of documents through electronic means between parties is

encouraged to expedite receipt and exchange of materials.  If electronic delivery is not used,

service of paper copies of documents, shall be by facsimile, hand delivery or by overnight

delivery.  Parties may agree to different response and delivery times than those provided in this

Scheduling Order.

All oral arguments and hearings will be open to the public, unless portions of

them must be closed due to the use of Confidential Information, as provided by any Protective

Order that may be issued in this docket.
